Hundreds of fires, impossible to fight 
broke out added to the horror of 
the scene. Rescue boata . were 
unable to get further from shore than 
their tow lines would permit because of 
the raging current.

people protecting their property. 

"Eight thousand have perished, peo- 
ple are dying like rdta In a trap/' came 
one message from the inundated city. 
This has not been confirmed. 
' A telephone operator in the Dayton

' wintfow or her ofilce and begged that 

an appeal be sent to Goyemor .Cox. 
Other sections of the state report a

This wali- of water, augmented by 
two rivers, the Stillwater and the Mad, 
and another stream, known as Wolf 
creek, swept down upon Dayton about 
C o'clock Tuesday morning, breaking 
the twenty-five foot levee and Ipundat- 
ing' the city.

SMUT IN OATS ANDBARLEY 



Period of Less Than Foui' Months Given 
ZIon Followers to Raise Amount 

Within a period ofaUttleiess than 
four months, WllbUr Glenn Voliva of 
Zion City, .wishes to raise $140,000 and 
judging by the aucceaa that has crown- 
ed his efi'orts in.this line in tho past, he 
probably will have his wish gratified. 
With this money he wishes to make an- 
other payment on the Zioh estate. Of 
the $1-10,000 is the regulai; annual pay- 
ment; \he forty thousand is for the in- 
terest. This payment does not foil due 
until Mch. 1, 1914, but it is the desire of 
Voliva to meet it on or before July 21, 
1918. In this way he aims to have 
gained an important step in cutting' 
down the^omount of interest which will 
fall due on the regular day on wljich 
the poyment falls due. Then too, he 
hopes that perhaps before the time for 
the payment comes around he may be 
able to collect enough to make another 
payment. Already $200,000 toward the 
purchase price of $950,000 has been 
paid. 

Every ofiicer and member of the 
church, both in ond outside, of Zion, Is 
asked just how he will help, during the^- 
period up to July 21. 1918, to raise the 
money for tho payment. 

The following ways of helping are 
sugRcated by Voliva, 

1. By the purchase of city lots or 
aero tracts, or both. 

2. By paying each and every month 
a specified amount into Zion redemp- 
tion fund, 

3. By the sale of oil outside proper- 
ties, and loaning the money for from 
five to ten years, secured by trust deed, 
to Zion City real estate. Three thous- 
and or over of new money for. from 
five to ten yeors will be accept under 
this proposition, 

4. By Investing money in Zion in- 
atitutlons and • industries, which are 
how doing an annual business of the 
bettor part of $1,000.090 per year. 



Inasmuch, as previous to the town 
caucus held on Saturday, March 15, at 
which time I was one of the candidates 
for the office of supei visor from this 
township, the result being a tie vote, 
a report gained circulation that I was 
in favor of the building of a new court 
house In Waukegan and, as this report 
was, and still Is, tho cause of a senti- 
ment against me I take this means to 
justify myself and herewith publish the 
following statement: 

"Upon Inquiry we find that all the 
talk and excitement about building a 
new Court House originated with a 
young newspaper reported on one of the 
Waukegan Daily paper*, who started 
out six weeks or two months ago with 
a request that the County Officials yive 
him interviews advocatinga new Court 
House, this the oflicials almost unan- 
imously refused to do, as outside of 
the question of a Court Room, there is 
no necessity for a new Court HoiTse at 
the present time. Judge Whitney and 
Judge Persons have an understanding 
BO that they do not call juries at the 
same time so thero is no. trouble at 
present on that "score. The reporter 
was told this and. -also told that when 
more room was required the present 
building could be enlarged at small ex- 
pense and would answer every purpose 
for the next fifty years. 

However, . he had his headlines all 
arranged and published his interviews 
as he would like to have had them, and 
not as they occurred, and succeeded in 
creating some excitement without any 
foundation in fact; aa there are no of- 
ficials and no supervisors that we know 
of who are advocating a new Court 
House." ' 

And, another idea I wish to set forth 
is "that the Board of Supervisors could 
not^ even if they so wished, bond the 
county on a proposition of this kind as 
it would, according to law, have to be 
submitted to a vote of the people." 

During the terms thatl- have served 
upon the board it W been my earnest 
endeavor to keep down any proposition 



The near cyclone which swept over 
northern Illinois and other states last 
Saturday night favored Lake County 
beyond measure In that it took no lives, 
although displaying Its fury in other 
ways. 

The immediate village of Antloch 
fared extremely well no special damage 
taking place although the wind was 
severe enough to cause considerable 
alarm. 

The hardest hit of any of the places 
in this vicinity was Allendale. There 
the school building was completely de- 
molished and will hove to be entirely 
rebuilt, and the roof of the heating 
plant was ripped away and most of the 
equippment ruined, both ends of the 
dairy bam were torn away and the 
main building was hurled against the 
silo. 

At Lake Villa some damage was also 
done. The roof was blown from B. 
Hamlins work shop and several small 
buildings were more or less damaged. 
One of the windows in P. M. Lund's 
tailor shop blew in and many telephone 
pQles-throURhout the county were blown 



down. 
-On the Dixon place east of Antioch, 



sheds- and out buildings were blown 
over and on the Jacob Savage farm the 
hen house containing three windows, 
was blown over and over for some little 
distance without even breaking a glass, 
although severrfl chickens lives were 
sacrificed In the accident Many farm- 
ers are also reporting the leveling of 
windmills. Other places were not so 
fortunate Aurora, Rockford, Cham- 
paign and many other towns are ' re- 
porting heavy heavy losses. 

The property damage m and around 
Aurora will exceed $300,000. Eighty- 
five buildings, mostly on big stock 
farms were blown down and about one 
hundred head of cattle ond horses were 
killed. 

The Hagge Brothers Greenhouse at 
Deerfield was totally destroyed; The 
loss being placed ot $1,000 with no in- 
surance. The greenhouse is one of the 



Loss of Grain from Smut Con be Pre- 
vented ot Little Expense 

- Smut is a fungus disease caused by 
minute spores lodging underneatc the 
hull of the oat or barley grains pre- 
vious to the opening period. These 
small spores remain inactive until the 
grain is planted, when they germinate 
with the seed and send hair-like threads 
up through the stem of the plant. 
Practically all of the heads growing 
from a seed which contains the smut 
spores ore smutted and the grain de- 
stroyed. As soon as the smut is fully 
matured, it is blown by the wind to Un- 
affected heads of oats or barley and 
finds lodging beneath the hulls of un- 
rlpened kernels. The hulls close over 
tho sporea at the time of ripening and 
hold them securely until germination 
begins, when the spores begin their de- 
structive work. 

Remedy 
The formaldehyde treatment com- 
pletely prevents smut In oats and re- 
diSces smut in barley about 80 per cent. 
Secure from the drug store a pint of 
formoin for every 85 bushels of grain 
that you are going to sow. Mix the 
pint of formalin with 25 gallons of wa- 
ter. Spread 35 bushels of well cleaned 
oats on a clean ffoor; with on ordinary 
sprinkling can, aprinkle some of the 
above solution over the seed, mix the 
seed and add more solution until you 
have added one gollon of solution for 
every bushel of seed. The seed should 
be so thoroughly mixed that every ker- 
nel is wet Pile the seed in a round 
heap, cover with blankets to prevent 
the formalin from evoporating and 
leave all night The next morning the 
seed can again be spread on the floor, 
ond after being shoveled over once or 
twice will be ready for sowing. The 
treatment of oats and barley may seem 
a small matter to many farmers, but 
on practicallv every farm of any size 
in Lake county the value, of two cr 
three good cows or a horse ia lost every 
year by smut, all of which could have 
been prevented by a little work and 
less than two cents per bushel for seed 
sown. Tho smutted plants are shorter 
and mature earlier than the crop of 
grain. Often there ,ia 10 to 25 per cent 
cf smut that the farmer does not real- 
ize is present. 

On eighty acres of oats the following 
table gives the loss due to smut of dif- 
ferent amounts, assuming a yield of 50 
bushels of oats per acre. 
Total oats Per cent of Bushels 

Smut Iqss 

4000 .... 5 210 

4000......... 10 444 

4000 15 705 

4000 ...,!... 20 1000 

Thus at an outlay of less than five 
dollars and the extra cost of threshing 
there is a gain of 210 to 1000 bushels of 
oats on 80 acres.

There has been very little change in 
the situation since a week ago Satur- 
day, The formers feel that they have 
the upper bond in the fight and hove 
settled back to await the action of the 
Borden company, believing the com- 
pany will come to their terms on or 
before April Ist There is no question- 
ing the fact that Chicago has to have 
the milk supply of this district and with 
the independent dealers in the city 
reody and willing to meet the demand 
of the producers it is up to the Borden 
company to do likewise if it is to supply 
its trade in Chicogo. 

Procticolly all the other big compan- 
ies ore now offering prices In excess of 
tho Borden scale, while independent 
dealers in Chicago are anxious to con- 
tract milk at the producers' prices. If 
tho other milk dealerq can pay the price 
the producers argue that Borden can, 
and will, before allowing outside con- 
cerns to corner tho supply. 



Civil war broke out again In Zion City 
last Thursday night when several mem- 
bers of Voliva's Crusaders sustained 
cracked heads in an encounter with 
employes of the Frank * B, Cook Elec- 
trical company. It was reported in 
Zion City ttiat warrants would be sworn 
out for several of the Cook men as a 
result of the enounter. 

Eldev W, S. Peckham of the Crusad- 
ers, was injured the most severely. His 
condition on Thursday night was re* 
ported to be quite critical. He has 
sustained a blow over the heart and 
had been knocked over a small embank* 
ment. Others of the crusaders whose 
f^ces and heads were bruised and cut 
considerably were Elders Ernest Har- 
wood, Samuel Huston and George Rob- 
bins, Deacons Brown and Howland, 
John Darling and John Browell.

Huston is the man whom 
Voliva recently brought from Chicago .

Huston has the reputation of possess- 
ing a froghorn voice which can bo 
beard neorly a mile. None of the Cook 
employes were hurt. 

This is the first reol clash between 
the Crusaders and the Cook employes 
that has taken, place in o long time. 

For some llttlp time the Crusaders 
had been holding their meetings near 
the west door of the factory, Tho 
Cook employes to avoid the remarks 
that were cast at them ond save hav- 
ing any trouble, started to leave tho 
factory by the south door. As soon as 
the Crusaders noted this foot they, at 
once took a stand there. 

On Thursday night a few of the em* 
ployes left by the south door to foil the 
crusaders, while the majority went out 
the west door. The Crusaders' meet- 
ing was being led by Elder Hurwood* 
H.' R. Cook and his son had gone out 
the west door and started to walk to 
the city. Cook had told his son, ha 
says to go along and pay no attention 
to the jibes of the crusaders. About 
this time, according to reports from 
Zion, Elder Harwood rossed over and 
addressed himself as follows to Mr. 
Cook: "Why don't you take your low 
down miserable dogs bock to the Red 
Light district where they came from?" 
"Be careful-don't go too far," was 
the warning of Mr, Cook, 

"Why don't you take your fact\)cy 
and get out— you've got no business 
here," Harwood shouted. 

By this time several of the Cook em- 
ployes had gathered about their employ- 
er and hearing of the previous remark 
made by HarWood, an altercation foK 
lowed.

Coat of Aosesslng ^atos Will Hinder 

Low Schedulea In Incomo Tax Act 

Also — Chief Executive and 

Chairman In Accord. 



Wnahlngton, March 2G.— Following 
hill announcod policy of keoplug in 
touch with tariff logialtition, Prealdont 
Wilson conrerred at .length Monday 
with Ohalrraan Undorwood of the ways 
and means commlttco on details of the 
tariff billa ^vhlch have been prepared 
for BubmlasloQ to the Democratic cuu- 

CUB. ' 

Undorwood. carried a draft, of tlie ro. 
TlBod tariff rates to the White House 
and Qxplainod them to the President. 
Mnmbors of the ways and means com- 
mittee understand that the president 
and Undorwood are In accord on the 
tariff legislation policy and whatever 
Buggostlons the president has made 
will be carried back by Underwood to 
his committee. 

The administrative features of both 
the general tariff law and of the In- 
come tax aro proving dllllcult of solu- 
tion by the committee. It has been 
held that the cost ot collecting the cua- 
toma duties has been excessive and 
plans aro under consideration for cut- 
ting down this expense. 

There Is similar difficulty with pro- 
posed plans for collecting the Income 
tax. While members of the committee 
would like to see the Income exemp- 
tion point where the cost of collection 
would make the tax unprofitable to the 
Eovomraent. 

Mr. Underwood worked with Repre- 
sentatives Hill of Tennessee and A. 
Mitchell Palmer ot Pennsylvania over 
this feature of the Income tax bill. ^ 

Mr. Underwood admitted that hia 
committee had adopted a tentative In- 
come tax rate, but the flnal rate Is to 
be determined after the committee has 
some definite Information of the 
amount of customs duties to be lost by 
the proposed reductions in the general 
tariff fichedules. 

Statisticians reported to the ' ways 
and means comniltteo an estimate of 
customs receipts to he collected under 
the proposed new tariff duties. 

While Underwood conferred with 
Secretary of War Garrison on tariffs 
affoctlng the insular possessions, those 
duties will nothave any bearing on tho 
general tariff revision or on the cus- 
toms receipts. There is practically 
free trade now with tho Philippines. 
Hawaii and Porto Rico, and a special 
reciprocal arrangement with Cuba. 
Tho Insular tariffs are prepared usu- 
ally by the bureau of Insular affairs, 
which Is under, the war department.

The captain of the RImao 
declared that they had been on shoiH 
rations for more than a month and 
that the last food had been eaten 
when the Harfleur hove In alght.

The couples' 
frionda were very much aurprlaed at 
the announcement.

Washington, March ■ 25.— President 
Wilson is seriously concerned because 
of tho repeated refusals of prominent 
Democrats to accept high diplomatic 
appointments on account of financial 
Inability to maintain the positions, 
practically appealed to. the country 
Sunday to back him up In a request 
that congress pay ambassadors and 
ministers enough to enable poor men 
to represent 'this country abroad. 

This appeaV was made in a state- 
ment concerning the declination of 
William McComba of the offer of the 
ambaasadorship to Paris. Mr. Mc- 
Comba declined solely on the ground 
that he could not afford to take the 
place. The proaldent said: 

"I am very sorry. Indeed, that Mr. 
McCombs cannot accept the appoint- 
ment to France. I was particularly 
anxious that he should. My admira- 
tion of hlsi ability, my knowledge of 
his singular capacity for grasping 
complex situations, my confidence In 
hla fact and resourcefulness as well 
as my affection for him and tho in- 
timate relations that of course exist 
between ua, combine to make my dls* 
appointment very great Indeed. But 
I of course appreciate the force of the 
reason he gives. He would have ac- 
cepted at an unreasonable sacrifice 
and I could not further press the of- 
fer upon him. 

"It is a great pity that the country 
has to ask auch sacrlflcea of those 
who are Invited to serve It abroad — 
a service which every year becomes 
more exacting- and moro important. 
The aacrlflce of time, of money and of 
opportunity at home la very serious 
for any but men of largo means and 
leisure and the diplomatic service is 
unnecessarily hampered.*' 

Mr. McCombs' refusal followed that 
of Richard Olney and Charles W. 
Ellot, ex-prealdent of Harvard, who 
both were offered the ambassadorship 
to the court of St. Jamea. 

The salary of an ambassador Is 
$17,500 a year and an expert opinion 
given here by John Barrett, who has 
been In the diplomatic service ns 
mlnlatcr qnd Is now director ^f tho 
Pan-American Union, Is that ?25,000 
Is the least that one can spend and 
maintain the dignity of an embassy. 
Even at that figure the ambassador or 
minister would be ^8,500 in debt to 
hia salary at least at the end of every 
year. 



HIngham, Mass., March 22. — Charged 
with the murder of her husband, Mrs. 
Eaton, widow of Rear Admiral Joseph' 
O. Eaton, was arrested here Thursday. 
She was a wltneaa at tho aecret In- 
qucat into her husband's death, and 
drove from her homo in an automo* 
bile accompanied by two pollco ofllccra 
a short time before she was taken Into 
custody. 

Mrs. Eaton waa arraigned before 
Judge Pratt, who conducted the In- 
quest Into the admiral's death. She 
pleaded not guilty and was committed 
to Jail without ball for a further hear- 
ing March 28. 

Admiral Eaton died suddenly ou the 
morning of March 8. He was sixty- 
six years of age, but his friends said 
he had been In good health. Two 
days later tho body -was buried at 
Draout, his former home.

San Francisco, March 22. — "Presi- 
dent Madero and Vlce-Prealdont 
Suarez wero assassinated in the pal- 
ace by the Huerta revolutionists hours 
before tho shots wero fired oi^ them 
In tho street/' aald Col. Bauche Al- 
calde, Maderlst refugee from Mexico, 
who arrived Thursday with his family 
on the steamship Acapulco. 

"The shots In the streets by the 
guards wore fired Into tho dead bodies 
of the prealdont, and vice-president. 

"President Madero waa shot in the 
palace by Captain Azcarade, ono of 
tho guards. The shot was fired Into 
his neck, cloao to the ear and the 
powder marks could bo plainly aeen 
on tho skin to toll at what close 
range tho shot had bocn fired. 

"Vice-President Suarez was choked 
to death by tho hands of another 
burly guard. His face was black and 
his tongue was protruding from his 
mouth as they placed his dead body 
beside the cropso of tho president In 
the automobile. Then a Journey to 
the penitentiary was begun ond a vol- 
ley of shots were fired Into tho two 
lifeless figures propped up on the 
seats In an effort to mask the atrocity 
of the double assassination that had 
taken placo within the palace walls. 

"The president and vice-president 
were killed in the palace about eight 
o'clock. It was Bomotlme between 
10 and 12 o'clock tho aamo night that 
their bodies wero put Into tho auto 
and fired upon on the Journey to tho 
penitentiary," 



FRANK S. BLACK IS DEAD 

Former Governor of New York Sue- 
curinbs to Heart Disease After 
.Several DaysMllnes*. 

Troy, N; T.,' March 22.— Frank, 8. 
Black, formerly governor of New York, 
died at his home here last night of 
heart disease, after several days' ill- 
neas. 



Chicago, March 24.— As a result of 
a terrific storm which Friday swept 
the Mississippi valley from the great 
lakes to tho gulf, sixty-nine persona 
were killed. The storm ushered in 
tho first day of spring by demolish- 
ing towns and injuring hundreds of 
peopled 

Telegraph service in tho central 
west was demolished. Chicago prac- 
tically was without any wlro connec- 
tions to outside points. Two thou- 
sand poles fell under the weight ot 
sleet between this city and South 
Bend, Ind. 

While Chicago was In tho clutch of 
the storm for eighteen hours points 
In the west and south suffered far 
more severely. Reports from Missis- 
sippi, west Tennessee, aoutheaatern 
Kentucky, north and east Arkansaa, 
Indiana, Ohio, Alabama, Missouri. 
Mlnneaota and Wlaconaln bring 
atorlea of dovaatatlon and death. 

From many aectlona whore tho 
^orm waa at Ita height only meager 
reporta have been received. Demor- 
alized telephone and telegraph serr- 
Ice mado It impossible to .communi- 
cate with many of tho smoller towns 
In Arkansas and Missouri, where 
villages are said to have been de- 
stroyed and many killed. 

Hoxle, Ark.,'' was . practically de- 
stroyed. Nino people ore reported 
dead and many moro aerlously in- 
jured. Property damage will reach 
Into hundreda of thouaands of dollars 
through the aurroundlng district, 
where tho wind reached Its maximum 
velocity. 

Lower Peach Tree, In "Wilcox, Ala., 
also is said to have been destroyed. 
Twenty-nine are known to have been 
killed, while acorea were Injured aerl- 
ously. Only a few of the buildings 
In tho town wore left standing, and 
hundreds of people Friday night were 
without shelter and food 

In MlBsIaalppl tho storm reached its 
fury In tho district tying between 
Grenada and Water Valley. "At Sena- 
tobia It reached its greatest velocity, 
houaoa being toaaed about as play- 
things, small hulldlnga being carried 
for rods and everything left barren. 
No loaa of life occurred there. 

Five were killed In a small aettlo- 
ment five mllea north of Macon, Miss., 
and more than five times that number 
injured. 

Poplar IJluff, Mo., was swept by a 
tornado which tore buildlnga from 
tholr foundations, killing flvo persons 
and Injured more than fifty, Mem- 
bers of the crow of the SL Louis & 
San Francisco railway passopger train 
which reached Memphis, Tenn., told 
harrowmg stories of passing through 
the atorm center. As the train daahod 
through the cyclone tone the track 
was seen torn from the earth a few 
miles behind them.

■ 1,200 Houses Wrecked. 
Twelve hundred houses were 
wrecked in Omaha in addition to Ilvo 
publlo schools and seven churches. 

At the moment that the storm 
struck every light In the city was 
extinguished. Fires started all over 
the destroyed section. Torrential 
rains came Immediately and reduced 
this danger to a minimum. Panic 
ensued. Mayor Dahlman took person- 
al command of tho situation and 
called out all tho available state 
troops, appealing at the samo time 
to Governor Morehoad for rblnforce- 
ments. Before tho roar of the torna- 
do had died out In the distance the 
work of rescue had begun. It ; caip 
tlnucd uninterruptedly by l&ntern 
light all through the night and with 
the arrival of tho governor with addi- 
tional stato troops, supplemented by 
tho federal troopa from Fort Omaha, 
order Is being rapidly restored and 
accurate accounting made of the ex- 
tent of tho damage. 

The hotels In tho downtown sec- 
tion of the city, which escaped with 
little damage, have been turned Into 
hospitals for the treatment of the 
hundreds of Injured. 

Aid la Forthcoming. 
Trains bearing physicians, nurses 
and supplies have been arriving from 
every direction. Money, too, is poui^ 
Ing Into tho city from all quarters ond 
offers of aid are being received from 
all sides. 

Tho situation Is appalling but It is 
belloved that the authorities now 
have it well In hand and there re- 
mains but the work of locating all of 
the dead, caring for the Injured and 
clearing away the wreckage prepara- 
tory to rebuilding. 

It was a night of unimaginable ter- 
ror In- Omaha, following the sudden 
bursting of ■ the storm. A thousand 
incidents were related of Us fury and 
tho effects which followed In Its 
wake. 

Strikes Ralston FIrat. 
The tornado traveled In a northeast- 
erly direction and first swept down on 
Ralston, a monufacturlng suburb three 
miles west of South Omaha. It struck 
tho city limits of Omaha at the field 
club, In the southwest section and 
plowed a path six blocks wide straight 
through tho city three and one-half 
miles in length. The tornado area was 
from the southwest limits, across the 
west side of the city, which. Included 
the West Farnum residence section, 
the moat fashionable residence dis- 
trict, which was almost completely de- 
stroyed, and thence to the north. see* 
tlon. where the death toll was great- 
est. After twisting across tho north- 
east lino of tho city, the tornadofreak- 
Ishly doubled'back across the. Missouri 
river, wrecking the Illinois Central, 
bridge and tearing through Council 
Bluffs, where at least six persons were 
killed and great property loss caused. 
Whole Blocka.'ln Rulna. 
Tho wonder in the mind of every 
person who has seen the blocks and- 
blocks of nilns; the shapeless heaps 
of wreckage that were houses; and has 
learned the authenticated Instances by 
which the houses we>e blown from 
their foundations and dashed, four 
sioriea high, against sturdier struc- 
tures and of tho tumbling about of lo- 
comotives on the Missouri Pacific 
roundhouse little shuttlecocks of the 
wind, is that tho death list Is not 
greater. One explanation brought for- 
ward Is that the tornado came at an 
hour when a greater percentage of the 
people were on tho streets than usual. 
Before tho storm there had not been 
even a puff of wind. At five o'clock 
tho clouds piling up from tho south 
took on an awesome greenish tinge. In 
tho minutes before 5:45 o'clock the 
sky turned to Inky blackness and 
the wind came. 

Hospitals Filled With Injured. 
AH Omaha hospitals are filled with 
Injured. Scores of 'these are unidenti- 
fied and other scores are unconscious. 
Many physicians from nearby cltlos 
have responded to the calls for aid and 
there seems adequate provision for the 

maimed. 

Mayor Dahlman led tho city com- 
mlBBloners In a grant of $25,000 for 
emergency work, and business men 
within a few hours raised I7B.0OO, 
Omaha win hondlo her own charity If 
she can. and It is not likely that out- 
side relief will be sought. 

While It still raged tho streets In tho 
stricken section were a bedlam of pan- 
ic-stricken people fieelng from the tor- 
rent of flying bricks and timber, while 
building after building crashed Into 
the streets. 

Institute a Death House. 
Tho Child Saving Inatltuto at «1» 
South Forty-Bocond atreet waB a verlt- 
oble death house within half an hour 
after the atorm struck, Every avail- 
able room there was presBed into ser^ 
vice as one after another of the dead 
were brought Into tho place, -■ 

One of tho pfloullarities of tho atorm 
■noted at the Children's Inatltuto waa 
thatalloitthe dead arid Injured were 
baclly /cut about tho face; while the 
bodies wera comparatively free from 
wounds. Ugly looking scalp wounds

Five Killed In llllnolB. 
Five Uvea woro lost In Chicago and 
vicinity, three of them In tho city aud 
two lu tho near-by VlUIaBe of Des- 
Plalnea, many peraons woro Injured, 
a Bcoro of buildings wore wrecked 
and other heavy property damngo ro- 
suited, particularly on tho Northwest 
sido of tho city, as a result of tho 
wind, rain and hall storm which swept 
over this section during tho early 
morn||^ hours of Monday. 

Tho gale was ono of tho heaviest 
Chicago has oxperloncod In recent 
years and camo just ao the wire com- 
panies were recovering from the effects 
of tho spring-day storm of Friday 
morning. Tho atorm played general 
havoc anew with tclogrnph. telephone 
and trolley wires, and Interfered to 
some extent with trafflc- Lightning 
added to tho damage by starling sev- 
eral firos. 

Boy Kilted In Hla Home. 
One of tho victims of tho tragedies 
fosultlng from- the storm was Orlo 
Siocombo, twelve years old, who was 
crushed to death In the homo of his 
parents, when It collopsed under the 
fury of tho flfty-elght-mlle-an-hour 
gale. Another fatality was that of 
Thomas Ywanowlcz, who was killed 
by u broken electric wlrd in Uio alley 
back of his homo, 

Tho third Chlcagoan killed was also 
oloclrooutcd. Ho was, Frank Feclier, 
a lineman employed by tho Cosmopoll- 
ton Electric company, who recelVcd an 
electric shock while making repairs at 
the top of a polo. IJo fell to the 
ground and was dead when the near- 
oat person reached his side, 

Tho two men killed In Des Plalncs 
were brakemen employed by tho Soo 
road. They woro In tho cabooso of a 
train when a smokestack, blown down 
by tho wind, fell on the car and killed 
the two occupants. 

Ilndtana Rulna Yield, 
Terre Haute. Ind., March 25,— 
Twenty-six victims of a tornado which 
swept tho southern part of Terro 
Haute ond Vigo county late Sunday 
night have been identified and more 
than Bevcnty-flve Injured aro being 
cared for In Improvised hospitals. 
Several more bodies aro expected to 
be found when the ruins. of 200 homea, 
leveled' by tho storm, have been 
cloariad away. 

At tho request of Mayor Gbrhardt, 
Governor Ralston ordered out Com- 
pany B of tho Indiana National Guard 
to patrol the dovasted district^ and 
help in the rescue 'work. 

More than 150 persons were made 
homeless and tho city council In extra 
aoBslon appropriated J500 to start a 
rollef fund. 

Telephone messages reaching hero 
from Pralrletou, nine miles aouth, 
Btata that nearly every house In the 
town had been destroyed, and that 
many homes between hero and that 
place had been lovolod. 
; Torrential ralna accompanied tho toi> 
nado and. probably saved many per^ 
sons, pinned lu the wreckage, from: 
burning to death, as electric wires and 
lightning fired tho debris In many In- 
stances.

Electric light bulbs by the 
hundreds went crashing to' tho street, 
but tho largo steel frame landed on 
top of a nearby hotel. Scores of large 
windows wero blown In and the rain 
swept into the buildings, causing great 
damage to goods. .. Many basementa 
were flooded. 

Storm Razea Forty Windmllla. 
Racine. Wis., March 25.— Not since 
tho cyclone of 188^ has Racine and vi- 
cinity boon visited with such a severe 
windstorm as swept over tho city and 
county Monday. At Union Grove the 
Eagle hotel waa wrecked, bams were 
blown downand about forty windmills 
and perhaps twenty silos were de- 
molished. Tho roof of tho Congrega- 
tional church was wrecked and "nearly, 
every treo lu tho-vlllago was up- 
rooted. 

In Raclno tho WlsconBln-Illlnois 
baseball grandstand was wrecked. 
Several store fronts wero blown In, 
and scores of residences damaged.

Occupants of 100 homes are mo- 
ro.oned. No loss of life has been re- 
ported. The river Is steadily rising. 
Much Damage In Aurora. 
Aurora; III., March 25.— Tho city of 
Aurora was In darkness last night and 
there Is danger of the water supply be- 
ing cut off as a result of tho atorm. 
The water in Fox river baa risen eight 
feet and there Is hourly danger that 
the stream will overflow Its banks and 
flood the. business district of the city.

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Brokers Do a Big Business in Stolen Stamps 



INSPECTORS have learned that 
stamps of all claflscs and denomi- 
nations atoleniby burglars from post 
olflces and embezzled by employes 
from great business houses and. manu- 
facturing eatabllshmonts wero pur- 
chased ond resold by the brokers at 
prices far below their face value. 

The postal laws make It a crime 
punishable by Imprisonment to bcU 
any stamp Issued by the government 
for less than Ita face value. Investi- 
gations disclosed the fact that, In ad- 
dition to soiling the stamps for less 
than a price they could havo been 
purchased for from tho government, 
tho brokers In many cases knew that 
tho stamps wero atolen when thoy 
purchased them. 

Stamp frauds against tho govern- 
ment and various business concerns 
aggregating hundreds of thousands of 
dollars annually havo been unearthed 
In New York City alone, while Illegal 
trafficking In stamps In many other 
cities has reached largo proportions. 

Ono stamp broker In, New Yofk 
City who sells from $300 to $1,000 
worth of stamps a day to merchants. 
It la alleged.' has been purchasing 




of the New York state government 
at Albany, Tho employe confessed 
to post office Inspectors that ho ,re« 
mltted to tho stamp broker from $2$' 
to $50 a week In stamps stolen fron) 
the state.

Expert SayS;. Icebergs Are Invisible by Night. 




ABBOTT H. THAYER, an artist 
who has given much study to the 
queatlon, discusses the InvlBiblHty of 
Icebergs at night In the last Issue of 
tho bulletin of the hydrographio of- 
fice. Ho writes, In part: 

"The Titanic and tho Arizona ran 
Into Icebergs because of tho universal 
notion that white shows at night even 
against a clear sky. Until this im- 
pression can bo corrected the world 
will continue at the mercy of the 
chance of more Ice accidents. 

"A steamer may bo close to an Ice- 
berg/ on a clear, moonless night, and, 
as stated above, often on a moonlit 
night, without the slightest sight of It. 
Any observing person who haa lived 
In tho country knows perfectly well 
that snowy roofs on siich a night are 



apt to be Indistinguishable from thiC 
sky. and would always bo ao If theyr 
stood alone out on a plain or oat' at: 

sea, ' 

"In order to test thU matter, notic* 
first that It is tho most nearly hori- 
zontal top surfaces of a herg, snowT 
roof or other White ohject that re- 
ceive tho most skylight, and consft* 
quently most nearly match It.

GEORGE BOOTH 
Died March 28, 1913 ' 

Again has, the Great Harvester en- 
tered our midst -and taken another of 
our old citizens, thus depletinj? the 
ranks of our early pioneers. Only a 
few remain to tell the early story of 
the struggles and priyations ot that 
important period. ^ 

George Booth was one of those early 
settlors who has seen the greatdevelop- 
ment of southern Wisconsin. He came 
to Salem, Kenosha county with his 
father in IS-IO when the country was a 
vast wilderness. He' saw this wilder- 
ness turned into magnificient farms. 
He saw and assisted in the building of 
the North Western R. R. to Kenosha 
and later on was one of the influences 
that made Trevor a station on the Wis- 
consin Central Lines. Always active 
in the promotion of public welfare, al- 
ways generous to the poor and unfor- 
tunate, always progressive in the bene- 
flts of farm life, he has earned the re- 
ward that will live after him. 

On Nov.- 5, 185< Mr.' Booth was mar- 
ried to Ann Garland a daughter of 
Thomas and Jane Marsh Garland. Mr. 
and Mrs. Booth raised no children of 
I their own but adopted George H. Welch 
a nephew of Mrs. Booth, who died in 
1890, at the'age of eighteen years. 

On December 28, 1912, Mrs. Booth 
died and rfrom that date nearly -three 
months, he has mourned over his sweet 
heart wife, who had been his almost

constant companioa for fifty-nine years. 
With this great loss he lost all desire 
to live and allowed the sands of life to 
gradually ebb away. " 

He was a great suffered for i^everal 
days previous to his death which occur- 
red Tuesday evening, March 18, 1913, 
at the age of eightv-one years. Mr. 
Booth leaves one brothei; Andrew who 
is some years younger and a large cir- 
cle of friends and acquaintances. He 
was buried in the family burial grounds 
at Liberty Corners. Services were 
conducted. by Rev. Stixrud of Antioch,

Tho president at once designated 
Second Assistant Secretary Adee.to 
net as secretary of.sUte In Mr. Bry- 
an's absence, while It Is probable that 
John BasBOtt Moore will be appointed 
counselor of tho state department 
with authority as an assistant secre- 
tary. In accepting the resignation of 
Huntington Wilson, the president 
made no reply to the statements In the 
letter of resignation.

Palmer, 82 Years Old, Tells of a 

Day's Work Carrying 100 Pounda 

of Oysters to Market 

London. — A Bpcclal ^|%^o8pondont 
of tho Dally Mirror ajPTfrdra Hav- 
erford an lntore8tIng,^^count of con- 
ditions In' the vlllago of Llangwm. 
Pombrokeshiro, where women "man" 
the flshlng fleet, and at times oven 
build the houBca. They actually work 
harder than tho men. 

"Never In all ray oxporlenco Ijavo I 
knov/n such Industry or bucIi uncom- 
plaining effort," tho Rev. D. M. Pryse, 
tho Baptlflt mlnlBtor. said. Mr. Pryao 
and tho rector aro the only two 
Welshraou living In this vlllago, for 
nU tho reat of tho 880 porsona, all re- 
lated to each other, are dcBccnded 
from tho Flemings, who eettlcd near 
there In 119D. 

Mrs. Mary Palmer, aged 82, la a ro- 
markablo old woman. She walks with 
a stick now,, and ago Is making tho 
furrows deep In her forehead, but un- 
tUa few yoara ago aho tramped for 
rallea selling fish, which aho carried 
In a pannier on her shoulders. 

"Yob, I hare Oahod In Mllford Hv 
ven," aho said, "over slnco I was a 
little thing. We women hero manage 
the boats as well as tho men, and, al- 
though wo go out In all weathers, I 
havo never known a life lost or boat 
wrecked. 

"I havo dredged for oysters with tho 
other women, and then tramped to 
Carmathen with a hundredweight on 
my back In a day; sold the oysters 
that night, sometimes for as little as 
eight cents a hundred, before going to 
bed. and then tramped all tho way 
home the next day. I brought up a 
family, too, and havo been a widow 
for 25 years. 

"Mr. Lloyd-George gives me a pen- 
slon now of flvo ahllllngs a week, but 
I think an old woman who's worked as 
hard as I have ought to have more, 
don't you?" 

Mrs. Palmer alao pointed proudly to 
her cottage, which she helped to build 
herself, "working llko a nigger," as 
she said, In tho Interval of catching 
herrings and taking oyaters. She dug 
tho foundations, made tho mortar, car*

Moat of the men work In Pembrohe 
dockyard, leaving their homes at 4:30 
or 6 In tho morning for a long Journey 
on foot and In big rowing boats. ThoBO 
men are not homo until 7 In tho even- 
ing, and all' the time tho ' women of 
tho village do the work that In every 
other place Is done by men. 

Somo years ago when tho fishing 
fleet went down the haven the worn- 
enwho manned It all wore picturesque, 
red skirts and flat felt hats. 

But now the Influence of modernity 
is felt even In Llangwm, and only' the 
older women wear the garments which 
once made even the plainer ones, look 
charming. The young ones are not 
at all^ proud of the faBhIona of their 
grandmothers. 

"Why can't we wear modem clothes 
like other peopleT" said a young wom- 
an., "Folks only laugh at old, fash* 
Ions nowadays." 

But Mrs, Palmer,' who,, a beauty In
